WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


No material change in the canned food situatiun, either 
in this city or in any one of the prominent centers has 
marked the week just passed. Such inquiry, demand or 
orders as have come to hand have been of the same charac- 
ter as in the past month, mainly for small lots for inimediate 
shipment, and stout refusal on the part of buyers to become 
deeply interested in any line. No matter how small the 
holdings of the goods may be shown or reported, the same 
lack of interest is displayed. Jobbers are buying all lines 
of goods, but in the smallest possible amounts to supply 
the orders, which apparently they have in hand. 

The result is everyone, whether canner, broker, buyer or 
supply man is asking and seeking a cause for this. Why the 
quietness; what is the cause for the present dullness and 
lack of interest? But the answer is not forthcoming. 

The general business world has accepted President Wil- 
son’s aggressive taking told of the Government’s business 
as an indication that firmness and good judgment may be ab- 
solutely counted upon, and that the tariff agitation is not 
such as to cause any worry in any quarters. In other words, 
the beginning of the new Democratic government has been 
sO auspicious as to cause confidence in all quarters where 
the money kings are interested, and this should be reflected 
throughout the country and in all lines. The tariff boogy 
has been held aloft so long, however, that there are doubt- 
less many who meekly bow down to it, no matter what the 
conditions may be. These timid souls will take to the cy- 
clone cellars on the appearance of even the slightest spring 
zephyr; but we do not like to think that they have any in- 
fluence upon the general commercial world. And yet they 
seem to wield a very decided influence. Certainly the situa- 
tion is one of imagination and groundless fear, rather than 
from any actual dangerous conditions. But the results are 
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8 THE Canning TRADE 


the same whatever the causes, and that is that bsuiness is not 
good, but every one is expecting it to improve. 


Reports of crop damage are coming to hand. From the 
South, that the Georgia peach crop has been killed by frost, 
the single harbinger of spring that has been wanting—the 
peach killer. And from the Peninsula come other reports 
that from 40 per cent. to 60 per cent. of the pea acreage, 
which had begun to show above the ground in nice condi- 
tion, has been killed by heavy deluges of rain. This, too, 
has become almost a habit, and cannot be taken otherwise 
than with a grain of salt. Some damage has, no doubt, been 
done by the cold, dashing rains of the past week or ten days, 
and from the fact that Eastern peas in the section referred 
to are largely planted all at once, and not over so extended 
a period as in New York State or the West, such damage is 
general. But if actually as bad as reported, there is time to 
repair the damage by replanting. The later peas would 


reach the factories long before they could get busy on other 
packs, and possibly before the pea louse could reach them. 


The controversy between the growers and canners has 
largely been settled, and in a sense represents a compro- 
mise, or a meeting upon an average price. This price may 
be said, in a broad way, to be $9 per ton. Some packers in 
some sections have been able to close their contracts at $8 
per ton, and others in still other sections have had to pay 
$10, but the great majority have closed at $9. Some well- 
posted men have said that there will be a larger acreage 
planted this season than ever before. It is doubtful if the 
acreage will be larger than last season, for there was no 
trouble with the acreage then. Nature very kindly stepped 
in and saved the packers from the foolish rush they had 
made, or it would have been very badly overdone. We are 
inclined to believe, however, that when the total acreage 
this season is figured up it will not be found as large as 
last season’s, and to figure upon a normal year as respects 
crop yields would seem to be a very hazardous undertak- 
ing. Any statement along this line at this time, of course, 
is a mere guess; for even the usual weather signs and indi- 


cations cannot be used, for they have all failed in this year, 
so far. 


Tomatoes.—Orders have been mainly small and com- 
ing from widely separated sections Some few holders 
apparently made up their minds to clean out and did so, 
on the week, at prices averaging from 80c. to 82M%c. 
Some large lots have been reported as changing hands in 
various sections at these prices; but most holders of full 
standard No. 3s are asking from 82™%c. to 85c. f. 0. b. fac- 
tory. No, 2s are on the same basis—that is, from 60c. to 
62¥%2c.—and No. 10s at about $2.75. 

In futures we have heard it said that there was a 
greater willingness shown on the part of canners to ac- 
cept business at 80c., but that jobbers show very little 
interest at any price. With spots and futures on about 
the same footing, jobbers are inclined to believe the reports 
that there are many big blocks of tomatoes in all sections, 
and are willing to take their chances on getting their sup- 
plies at the right price. Some canners, mainly what are 
known as “commission houses,” are reported as sold up on 
the Soc. basis; and with these out of the way the better 
packers expect to find it easier to secure orders at from 
82Mc. to 85c. 


Corn.—Little is heard of corn, and some operators 
report that there is absolutely nothing being done in it, and 


‘that it is impossible to sell any kind of corn at any price. 


It would seem that the jobbers are able to name their own 

figure upon corn when wanted ; and we have heard of good 

yd corn selling at 45c. and 5oc. laid down in New York 
ity. 

Futures in corn are hardly being dealt in at all, except 
for the regular, well-known brands, and for such orders 
as are always placed. The prices on these are about the 
same as in former years, a concession that is made both 
ways—by the canners in years when the prices are higher 


and by the jobbers when the prices are lower, as in this 
season. 


Spinach will soon be actively handled in the canneries, 
and the indications are for a fine crop of good proportions. 
California has begun its asparagus pack, with indications 
of a smaller total pack than usual, as the season is late and 
the weather conditions unfavorable. 

Despite the open winter oysters are in very short 
supply here, as the pack was a light one. The dredge 
boats, from which source the canners draw their supplies, 
are said to have had a very bad season, due to the fact 
that the bars yielded very poorly—that the oysters were 
not there to be caught. The consequence is the prices 
ranged high all winter, so high that packers could not 
afford to handle the stock except in limited amounts to 
cover their special orders. What little surplus there was 
is rapidly disappearing, and prices are stiffening. 

Pineapples will be on the scene soon, and it is ex- 
pected the houses in this city will handle them more 
largely than has been the case for several years. The 
market is well cleaned up of all holdings, and the demand 
for Baltimore packed pineapple has largely increased in 
the past year. Prices are firm and advancing, many of 
the varieties being out of quotations. 

Actual changes in the market are very few, whether 
in this market or in Chicago or New York. New prices 
on California fruits will be found quoted in our Cali- 
fornia Market, as also for new asparagus. It is said a 
very good business in asparagus has been done at these 
prices, and the fact that the pack is expected to be smaller 
than last season’s adds strength to the situation. 

Among the cannery supply men, while orders are 
fairly plentiful, there seems to be an uneasiness spreading 
among them, which we think is all uncalled for. The 
great bulk of the canners always wait until the last min- 
ute before ordering, and this appears to be the case this 
year As the year grows older, we have little doubt the 


supply men will find themselves as badly rushed as last 
season, if not actually worse.

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The New York Market 


Market remains quiet—Better grades of tomatoes more firmly held—Fancy corn steady 
but demand very light—Peas are easy, but packers have withdrawn future offer- 


ings—Picked up in the market. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York April 11, 1913. 

The Market.—The situation remains practically un- 
changed from last week. Buying is largely on a hand-to- 
mouth order and sales are small in the main, though the 
aggregate is, perhaps, as usual at this season. The open- 
ing spring is always a time of more or less uncertainty. 
Consumption is erratic and there is a feeling of hesitancy 
about replenishing stocks, which has its effect upon busi- 
ness as a whole. Buyers are only taking what is neces- 
sary to maintain their supplies. They are awaiting fuller 
demand from consumptive sources to increase the activity 
in movement. Peas are about the most uncertain article 
in the list. Reports of damage to the growing crop by 
storms continue to come in from every direction and fu- 
ture prices have been withdrawn by most canners. The 
outlook is said to be uncertain everywhere. Corn is no 
firmer and sales are in a small way only. ‘The situation 
is helped somewhat by the announced intention of reduc- 
ing acreage in the West this season. In other directions 
there is little change. The market remains reasonably 
firm, though without much indication of important ad- 
vances. Holders still refuse to make concessions, it is 
said, with some possibility that in fruits, at least, there 
will be improvement as stocks disappear. It is well, per- 
haps, that stocks of most leading varieties are not over 
large in this market. This helps to keep the market 
steady and sales are made upon a more profitable basis 
than would be possible otherwise. The effect of canned 
foods week, while helpful, has not been fully realized yet. 
The smaller grocery stores have not yet sent in their 
orders for stocks to take the place of those which were 
distributed during that week. 

Tomatoes.—Best grades in Maryland pack tomatoes 
are more firmly held here and at factory prices. A sale 
of 3,900 cases of full grade 3s was put through for New 
to be a little easier and there is a good deal of pressure 
York account at 80c. f. o. b. factory. The seller declined 
a bid of less than 82%c. on further lot. It is still possible 
to find stock in No. 3s at 80c. factory. No. 2s are offered 
to sell at some quarters. A fair interest is reported in 
at 60c. and No, 10s at $2.70. On the latter the tone seems 
future tomatoes and the ideas of packers are lower. Of- 
ferings are freely made on the basis of 60c. for 2s; 80c. 
for 3s and $2.40 for 10s f. 0. b. factory. Future tomatoes 
are dull, and it is the opinion here that less than 50 per 
cent. of the business usual up to this time has been done 
on futures. 

Corn.—Steady on all offerings covering fancy grades, 
but demand is light. An occasional lot of fancy Maine 
corn can be picked up at 97%c. f. 0. b. Portland. As a rule 
up to $1 is quoted. Good State standards offered at 
60¢.@62Yc. laid down. On firm offer Maine style pack 
can be secured at 50c. per dozen laid down. A little in- 
terest only is noted in Western corn. Some lots are 
offered here at 45c. to 50c. f. o, b. factory. Future corn 
is quiet. 

Peas.—The tone is easy on all descriptions in peas 
in the class of standards and sifted. Extra sifted sorts 
are not freely offered. There is a fair call for the No. 1 
Alaska at $2.25 and stock is less freely offered here. 
Much of the stock available in Western peas, however, 


is of inferior quality and demand is slack. Prices favor 
the buyer. There is a steady jobbing interest in futures 
only. 

Asparagus.—Based on the opening prices covering 
1913 pack asparagus announced by the several California 
interests, a fair booking of orders is reported in the New 
York jobbing grocery circles. The trade as a whole re- 
gard the basis fixed as fair considering conditions of the 
market. A good deal of business has been booked for 
account of jobbers in interior markets. Buyers here have 
been paying more attention to large white and green and 
tips. Medium and small sizes seem not to have met with 
much favor. On these grades there is a fair stock still 
in the hands of the trade. A good deal of interest will be 
centered in reports from the Coast on the progress of the 
pack. The outlook is said to be a little unfavorable for 
a large ouput. Spot asparagus is held with confi- 
dence on the large and mammoth white, but the tone is 
easy on small and medium grades. 


String Beans.—String beans are fairly steady. There 
is a fair interest on fine grades, but the tone is dull on 
low grades. Southern futures are still easy. 

Succotash.—Is quiet. 

Beets.—Beets are held as quoted. 

Spinach.—A better interest is shown and the tone is 
firmer. 

California Fruits—A continued interest prevails in 
all descriptions covering California lemon cling peaches, 
and holders seem to be stronger’in their ideas on No. 
2% extras and extra standards. A good deal of business 
has been done in Hawaiian pineapples, based on the 
spring opening prices announced last week, but it is said 
some concessions are possible from outside packers, Spot 
apricots are steady. Plums get a fair call. 


Apples.—Spot No. 10 apples are held with confidence, 
based on $2.20 to $2.40 for State stock. <A little business 
can be put through here at. $2.15 on ordinary grade. 
Maryland No. 10s are easy. 

Pineapples.—Future Hawaiian pineapple offers a 
little more freely at $2.10 f. 0. b. for No. 2%. extra sliced. 
Spot in the same grade offers at $2.20, but there is no 
pressure to sell here. Other grades in pineapple are less 
freely offered and the trend is higher. 

Peaches.—Peaches are moving more freely and the 
trend is upward on extras and extra standards. California 
lemon clings are held up to outside figures in a small way. 
Southern peaches are more firmly held and the trend is 
toward a higher level on No. 10 pies. 

Pears.—The tone is stronger on California pears, and 
little stock is moving now under $1.80 per dozen, No. 2% 
extra standards. 

Plums.—Firmer on best grades on California stock. 

Cherries.—Southern cherries are steady. 

Blackberries—The weakness noted last week con- 
tinued and No. 2s were offered in one quarter as low as 
62M%c. f. o. b. shipping point. It is said that the cause of 
this weakness is the fact that several holders are endeav- 
oring to dispose of their stocks. Whatever it may be, 
there is no question of the weakness, nor is it longer 
doubtful that berries of good quality can be bought much 
below quotations. Not much activity is noted in any 
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size, but the pressure to sell is marked in some quarters, 

Blueberries.—Conditions have not changed materi- 
ally, though it was said at one time during the week that 
some weakness was developing-in Northern pack, while 
Southern remain unchanged from previous range. The 
situation in the local market is about the same as last 
week. Pie bakers are asking for No. 10s, but show little 
disposition to pay the prices asked. 

Gooseberries.—Sales have been only moderate of 
late, with a slightly increased demand from large bakers 
within a few days. The question of price is separating 
buyers and sellers. Holders are firm in their views and 
refuse to make concessions. Some business has been 
done, but in a small way only. 


Raspberries.—The feeling in the market has changed 
but little during the week, though it was reported early 
in the week that demand had increased for No. 3s in 
water. In the main, however, the market is quiet and 
conditions are substantially the same as heretofore. 

Strawberries.—Holders are satisfied with present 
conditions, even though actual movement is rather slow. 
In the main the situation offers little to indicate a change, 
Holders are firm on most grades and on stock in heavy 
syrup are somewhat firmer. 

Rhubarb.—Pressure to sell has been noted in one in- 
stance, though it appears that little came of it Packing 
has begun in Southern New Jersey, but no opening prices 
on this season’s output have been named. The situation 
is now as firm as it has been for some time, with sales in 
a small way and apparently only to satisfy immediate re- 
quirements. 

Salmon.—Salmon seems to be easy on most grades 
offered here. It was possible to buy at $2.30 per dozen on 
No. 1 flat Columbia salmon. Halves are steady. Red 
Alaska talls seem to be easier on the basis of $1.40 here. 
There is no movement in medium red. Pink talls are 
offered at 72Y%c. to 75c., as to quality. There is a better 
interest noted from the jobber to retailer. 

Sardines.— Domestic sardines are in fair demand and 
prices seem to be a little stronger on both oils and mus- 
tards. Imported sardines are more freely held. 

Lobster.—A shade more call is reported. Stock is in 
small supply. 

Oysters.—Oysters are held with confidence. 

Shrimp.—A good business has been covered in spot 
shrimp. New pack is offered as quoted. 


PICKED UP IN THE MARKET. 


A reduction of 5c. per hundred has been made on 
salmon in car shipments from Astoria to New York, mak- 
ing the rate 7oc. instead of 75c., which has been the price 
for some time. The new rate will take effect as soon as 
the formal notice is filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

A leading Delaware pea canner writes his New York 
agents that the growing crop has been damaged as much 
as 50 per cent. in his vicinity. He.says further that he has 
information from other centers that the same conditions 
prevail. He adds that it is too early to undertake accurate 
estimates of the injury to the crop, but within a week or 
ten days the true extent of the damage will be better 
known. 

Some impression of the difficulties which confront lob- 
ster canners can be understood when the fact is known that 
never before have lobsters been so scarce in Boston. Prices 
ranged from 60 to 75c. a pound at the wharves all last week, 
and little stock was available under those figures. The 


scarcity is attributed to unfavorable weather and high winds 
during March. 
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A block of 3,000 cases of Southern Maine style corn 
was sold by one holder for the equivalent of 5o0c. cost laid 


down here. 


A sale of 2,000 cases of No. 3 full standard Mary- 
land tomatoes was reported at Soc. f. 0. b. factory. 

Joseph Durney, of Griffith-Durney Co., San Fran- 
cisco, in a letter to his agents here, says that there is no 
possibility of fruits being as low as they were last year. 
He thinks it is very doubtful if California can produce 
sufficient fruits this year to supply the demand for the 
canned article. 

Stocks of halves and boneless Portuguese sardines are 
almost exhausted on the spot, and dealers are looking for 
fresh supplies. 

George W. Webster, of the Webster-Thomas Co., Bos- 
ton, was a prominent visitor to the West Side trade dur- 
ing the week. 

Burt Olney, of the Burt Olney Canning Co., Oneida, 
N. Y., paid his New York brokers, the John Gilliam Com- 
pany, a flying visit this week. 

One broker reported a freer offering of future Toma- 
toes, based on 60c. for No. 2s; 80c. for No. 3s and $2.40 
for No. tos f. 0. b. factory. Buyers show very little inter- 
est. 

Baltimore reports a stronger market on oysters, with 
a scarcity in No. 2 10-ounce size. Sales were reported at 
$1.50 f. o. b. factory. 

The New York Canners’ Association has elected these 
officers: President, E. S. Thorn, Geneva; vice-president, 
F. E. Smith, Springville; secretary, A. H. Hatfield, Utica; 
treasurer, A. R. Hunt, Oswego. 

Letters from the South say that canners and growers 
are getting together on the price of tomatoes for 1913, and 
that the differences which have hitherto existed are in a 
fair way to be settled so that business can proceed shortly. 

According to some brokers, the market for No. 10 
Maryland Tomatoes has shown weak places. Buyers are 
not interested in that size, and the effect is to render possi- 
ble purchases at a slight reduction. 


A broker says that while some sales of full standard 
Maryland 3 tomatoes have been made at 77%c. f. o. b. 
Maryland shipping points, it is not easy to buy at that fig- 
ure. The proportion which is offered that come strictly 
up to standard is not large. 

It has been possible during the week at times to buy 
No. 4 Alaska Peas at $1.00 here and sifted stock at $1.15, 
and some business was done at these figures. This is a re- 
duction of 15(@2o0c. within the past few days. So-called 
standards of ordinary quality are procurable at goc. New 
York. 

A prominent packer in Maryland, writing to his brok- 
ers here, says that the peas planted this season germinated 
better than usual, but that they were cut off at the surface 
of the ground by a torrential rain, which seems to have 
killed at least 40 per cent. When the letter was written 
the estimate was only general, but that was the belief, judg- 
ing from appearances at that time. He said the reduction 
in his pack would be 15,000 to 20,000 cases. He has with- 
drawn all prices on futures. 


According to information received from various West- 
ern points, the corn acreage will be greatly reduced there 
this season. It is not easy to determine from what is said 
what the proportion will be, but without much question 
something will be done to prevent another season like the 
one just passed. Most canners fear it would mean ruin to 
the corn-packing industry if any such thing occurred.

Confidence spreading throughout the Country—Outlook for higher prices on tomatoes— 


Some cheap peas being picked up—Market quiet.

Chicago, April 11, 1913. 

Now that President Wilson has made his opening ad- 
dress to Congress and intimates the necessity of the reduc- 
tion in the tariff, the commercial world is more than satis- 
fied that this administration will be one of firmness and 
fairness to the Nation at large, and has put confidence in 
the hearts of business men, and assures them that the finan- 
cial condition of the country will go on improving instead 
of being retarded by the tariff question. 

The business men in this market speak in all confi- 
dence as to the administration of government affairs, and 


the improvement in the market of canned foods will show 
itself within the next thirty days. 


Apples.—No. 10 of good quality are in fair demand, 
prices ranging from $2.00 to $2.25 per dozen Chicago, ac- 
cording to quality. 

Canned Corn.—The market is very poor and there is 
still a large quantity of Standard still available at 47c. to 
50c. per dozen, Chicago. 

Tomatoes.—Spots are bringing 85c. per dozen for 
standard 3s, and at even this low price are not selling well, 


but the outlook is for higher prices and good business with- 
in the next two weeks. 


California canned fruits are moving well, although 
prices are not satisfactory to canners. 

Salmon.—A fair jobbing demand is reported on 
nearly all grades, but the prices are very low. I know of 
several sales, especially in Red Alaska and Chinooks, where 


the prices were at least 15c. per dozen below the opening 
price. These sales were not large. 


The jobbers were well stocked with this commodity, 
but are graduallying getting it down, and before the new 


goods are in the buyers will no doubt clean up the surplus 
stock. 


Peas.—The jobbers have been taking advantage of 
the ungraded peas, of which there were a large quantity 


from the last packing, some large lots being sold as low 
as 65c. Chicago. 


Fancy Peas are very scarce. Nos. 1 and 2 sieve are 
almost unobtainable, even at high prices. 


The consumers are now educated up to the point that 
they want fancy goods in this line, and are almost entirely 
weaned away from the French and other foreign brands 
of peas, and therefore the domestic fancy pea is taking 
their place. Generally the market in all kinds of canned 
foods has been quiet. The buyers have all been reducing 
their stocks down to the lowest possible basis; but, nev- 
ertheless, some of them have availed themselves of the 
low prices and picked up all the snaps that have come 
their way. Up to the present writing sales of futures 
have been few and far between, and the outlook for fu- 
ture sales it not flattering, as the retailer is not buying. 
This is caused by the fact that spot goods are much 
lower in price. WRANGLER.

STATES PASS “PURE AD” LAWS 


Ohio and Minnesota Legislatures Adopt Statute Making Fake 
Advertising Illegal. 


Ohio and Minnesota now have pure advertising laws. Late 
last week bills were passed by legislatures of both states. 

Eleven other State Legislatures are considering the bill. It 
is a part of a national campaign carried on by the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of America. The Minnesota bill was drawn 
by a lawyer, endorsed by a committee of the National Bar As- 
sociation and will, it is believed, stand all tests as to constitu- 
tionality. It is as follows: 


A Bill for an Act to Prevent Fraudulent Advertising. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 
Section 1. Any person, firm, corporation or association 
who, with intent to sell or in any wise dispose of merchandise, 
securities, service, or anything offered by such person, firm, 
corporation or association, directly or indirectly, to the public, 
for sale or distribution, or with intent to increase the consump- 
tion thereof, or to induce the public in any manner to enter into 
any obligation relating thereto, or to acquire title thereto, or 
any interest therein, makes, publishes, disseminates, circulates, 
or places before the public or causes, directly or indirectly, to 
be made, published, disseminated, circulated, or placed before 
the public, in this State, in a newspaper or other publication, or 
in the form of a book, notice, hand-bill, poster, bill, label, circu- 
lar, pamphlet or letter, or in any other way, an advertisement of 
any sort regarding merchandise, securities, service, or anything 
so offered to the public, which advertisement contains any as- 
sertion, representation or statement of fact which is untrue, 
deceptive or misleading, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.—'lhe 
Retailers’ Journal, Chicago.

mon.—The market has been quite active during 
the past week. The low prices named on medium reds 
stimulated the demand considerably, and several large in- 
terests are unloading. Others who have stood pat for high- 
er values so far refuse to yield and are still holding firmly 
to their stock. 

The foreign demand remains active. In fact during 
the past month more fish has been sold foreign than ever 
before at this time of the year, according to well-informed 
brokers. 

Packers are feeling stil better of late over the out- 
look for marketing the 1913 pack. They believe that they 
will be able to create enough extra demand to clean up the 
pack. 

The recent offer of Mr. W. I. Crawford, secretary of 
the Puget Sound and the Alaska Association of Salmon 
Canners for prizes for the best receipts for using salmon 
still continues to bring responses. Mr. Crawford has re- 
ceived more than two hundred receipts. One woman sent 
in over twenty receipts. 

Some idea of the volume of the water shipments from 
Puget Sound can be gained from the fact that the March 
exports of canned salmon totaled 2,036,046 pounds. The 
month’s exports were more than double what they were a 
year ago. The Philippine Islands took the largest quantity 
of salmon in March, no less than 1,178,316 pounds going 
to that-district. Shipments were made to ten other coun- 
tries, as follows:

This table indicates that the packers are working hard 


for business in all parts of the world, but particularly in the 
territory easily reached from Seattle. Shipments from now 
on, however, will naturally not be so large. 

New Cannery Planned.—<A new salmon cannery is to 


~be ‘erected at Everett, Wash:, and will be in operation this 


season. A company known as the Everett Packing Com- 


pany has been organized to erect the plant. $. P. McGhie is 
president of the company; J. O. Morris, vice president, and 
Stephen Chase, secretary and treasurer. 


Efforts will be made to have the new plant running by 
July 1, so as to be ready to pack sockeyes when the big run 
commences. The sanitary ling of machinery will be used. 

New State Fish Commissioner.—The trade, but par- 
ticularly packers are much interested in the news that Gov- 
ernor Ernest Lister has named a new state fish commissioner 
to take the place held for a number of years by John L. Rise- 
land. The Governor is a Democrat, recently elected to suc- 
ceed a Republican, hence the change. The appointee is Les- 
lie H. Darwin, of Bellingham. It is said that John Lilkins, 
former chief of police of Bellingham, will be. chief deputy 
fish commissioner succeeding C. N. Beal. The new commis- 
sioner has been an active newspaper man for a number of 
He formerly lived in Alabama. It is stated that 
the Governor will not disturb the present superintendent of 
fish hatcheries, John Crawford. 

May Cripple Alaska Fisheries.—The new Alaska leg- 
islature at its first session has under consideration a Dill 
which, if passed, is expected to vitally affect the output of 
salmon canneries in Alaska. ‘The bill is aimed at fish traps. 
An effort is being made to prohibit their use. Practical can- 
nerymen declare that traps are necessary, and that they do 
not tend to exterminate the supply of salmon, as has been 
charged by the friends of the bill. ‘They also claim that it is 
the scientific method of taking the salmon, in that the fish are 
not injured as they are when caught by other methods, and 
that the fish do not have to be taken from the water until 
needed, and that the packers are on that account always ‘able 
to have absolutely fresh fish for packing.

‘The bill will also provide for a government inspector at 
each cannery to see that the fish is packed in the proper man- 
ner. The bill also provides that the season shall end on Sep- 
tember 1. It also provides that the government shall take 
over all private fish hatcheries. A bill to prevent aliens from 
fishing in Alaskan waters was defeated.

ANNAUL MEETING OF THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE 


TUESDAY, APRIL 8th, 1913. 


Reports of All Committees—Election of Officers—Advance 
Steps Being Made—Splendid Banquet at Night— 
Baltimore Announced as the Next 
Convention City. 


The thirty-first annual meeting of the Canned Goods Ex- 
change of Baltimore was called to order in the Exchange rooms 
at 2.30 P. M. Tuesday, the 8th, with a very good representa- 
tion present. After reading the minutes of the two previous 
meetings, President Myers called upon the various committees 
for their annual reports. 

Chairman H. S. Orem, of the Executive Committee, re- 
ported that there was no new business to be reported on, the 
former matters having been reported to the Exchange at the 
time, and were therefore familiar to all. 

Chairman E. C. White, of the Arbitration Committee, had 
to report that there had not been a single case for adjustment 
brought to them during the year, a remarkable condition. 

This same kind of a report was brought in by Chairman 
H. S. Orem, of the Committee on Claims, and the absence of 
such claims, in connection with the total absence of arbitra- 
tion matters, caused general expressions of approval. 

The special committees, that on Swells and Rejections, 
which reported at the last meeting, made nominal reports, and 
the Committee on Sanitation reported progress, and that the 
State Board of Health had drawn up a set of regulations, 
that day, covering the requirements in the canneries. 

The next order of business was the annual election of 
officers, and the ticket as brought in by the Nominating Com- 
mittee was unanimously elected. This is as follows:

Platt, C. J. Schenkel, W. A. Wagner, J. R. Baines; Committee 
on Commerce, R. M. Gibbs, John Schall, C. J. Brooks, Louis 
Grebb, D. H. Stevenson; Committee on Legislation, George N.

While the balloting was taking place, President Albert 
T. Myer read his annual address, which was so filled with 
splendid suggestions, typical of the advances being made in 
this industry that it was referred to the Executive Committee 
for the purpose of having these matters put into effect. 

President Myers’ Address. 
To the Members of the Canned Goods Exchange: 

In my report last season I called your attention to what I 
then thought of the desirability of having a closer relation- 
ship between our Exchange and the Wholesale Produce Com- 
mission Houses, I regret to say nothing has been done along 
this line. As our two businesses are so closely allied and one 
dependent upon the other, something should ve done to bring 
about a more harmonious feeling. For some unaccountable 
reason, instead of harmony existing, there is more or less a 
feeling of antagonism on the part of both parties. Such feel- 
ing as this should not exist, and I think that a standing com- 


mittee should be appointed to confer with these gentlemen, 
and some of the evils which we have justification to complain 
about could be remedied, and no doubt the grievances that 
they have could also be remedied. 

In addition to this we should confer with them, especially 
as to the articles grown for our uses. I think by conferring 


with them at the proper time we could have them grow vari- 
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ous articles that would be more suitable for our wants than 
what they are now doing. This selection of seeds has been 
done to a very large extent by our competitive packers in 
other sections, which has resulted to their good, and fre- 
quently preference given to them over ourselves. There is no 


reason why we in this territory should not be able to grow 


these same varieties with as great success as our competitors. 
We have lost out on many goods simply from the fact that we 
cannot furnish what the trade is now demanding, and for 
these and other reasons which may frequently come up, I 
think it advisable that such a committee should be appointed. 

During the past year there has been a question of a non- 
return of leaks from the New York jobbers, and which our 
exchange has done everything in its power to change. These 
same laws that are ncw in existence in New York City are 
spreading to other sections, and in time will grow to be of 
very serious moment. While we are fully maintaining our 
stand in regard to New York City, yet we are almost powerless 
to accomplish such general good results as are desired. 


PRESIDENT F. A. TORSCH 


Another matter which I think our Exchange should take 
in consideration is the question of the allowance demanded by 
canmakers of two cans in a thousand for leaks. This is an 
old custom, adopted many years ago when cans were made 
by hand, and in this day of modern machinery and changing 
of all other customs and methods, I can see no reason why 
this should not follow along with others. I can see no reason 
from the canmakers’ standpoint why such an allowance should 
be made to them any more than for any other commodities we 
may buy. While we as a body may be powerless in bringing 
about a change of this custom ourselves, yet I think it would 
be proper for us to take the initiative and bring it before the 
National Canners’ Association, and by concerted action some- 
thing could be done. 

It is no doubt unnecessary for me to say anything in re- 
gard to the question of the sanitary conditions of our facto- 
ries, as so much has been said and done by our Exchange in 
reference to this matter during the past year that all fully 
appreciate the necessity of correcting any evils in this line 
where they may exist. We are anxious for laws to be enacted 
which are reasonable, and which will bring about these results, 
and I would impress upon our members to do everything in 
their power to encourage these regulations, and at the same 
time have our factories in such condition that when the in- 
spection does come about that there will be no cause for any 
complaint. 

I also wish to advise you that at the last meeting of the 
Associated Bodies of the Board of Trade that we then elected 
as president of that organization Mr. Rufus M. Gibbs, and 
while the Board of Trade is intended to look after the interest 
of our city at large, I feel confident that you will all be glad 
to know that we have such a capable member of our body 
at the head of this organization. 

As you are aware, we have extended an invitation to the 
National Canners’ Association to hold their next convention 
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in February, 1914, in Baltimore. We have seen their com- 


mittee, and we have every reason to hope that our invitation 
will be accepted. 


In retiring from office, I wish especially to extend my 
thanks to our very esteemable secretary, Mr. Assau. He has 
been untiring in his work, and I greatly appreciate the advice 
and assistance which he has frequently given me. I wish also 
to thank the various committees for the valuable work that 


they have all done, and to each and every member for the 
courtesy shown me. 


Treasurer Leander Langrall made his report, which was 
finally audited and passed as read. Secretary W. F. Assau 
also reported, and his report was adopted as read. 

As soon as the world learned definitely the extent of the 
destruction and damage from the severe floods in the Central 
West, and that foods were needed there, the Exchange at once 
called a special meeting and asked for contributions of canned 
foods. In less than two hours a full carload was subscribed 
and started on its way at once. The car contained 355 cases 
of No. 3 goods, assorted; 681 cases of No. 2 and 25 cases of 
No. 1, and was sent out over the Pennsylvania Railroad, who 
transported it free of charge to Dayton. The goods were con- 


signed to the Red Cross Association, and marked as sent from 
the Exchange.

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mentary remarks and toasts. All of them were a decided hit, 
many of them causing wonder among the guests at their origi- 
nality, ‘‘the ‘“‘All Aboard for Baltimo’’’ and ‘“‘We Want to See 
that Big Convention,’ being largely instrumental in causing 
President Fernald to make the announcement that Baltimore 
had been decided upon. For it was said earlier in the evening 
and at the meeting of the Exchange that the committee would 
not make its announcement until the following morning. Natu- 
rally all were anxious to know what the decision would be, fer 
every man in the industry has worked himself up into a state 
of eagerness for the Convention, so that when the announce- 
ment came from President Fernald when he said: “I have 
talked the matter over with President Langbridge, of the Ma- 
chinery and Supplies’ Association, and we have decided to an- 
nounce to you here that Baltimore has been selected for the 
next Convention,” pandemonium broke loose; hand-clapping 
was too tame, and men cheered and stood upon chairs, wav- 
ing napkins. ‘‘When Baltimore goes after a thing she usually 
gets it,” and the canners and their friends were as much 
pleased with their victory as a child with a new toy, and began 
at once discussing planus for the entertainment of the Conven- 
tion. That it will be the greatest ever held no one doubts for 
a moment; greatest in the number present and greatest in the 
work it will do, and greatest in the features of entertainment 
for all visitors. Baltimore expects to do herself proud and 
to leave nothing undone to make the occasion a great success. 
The Speakers. 

Toastmaster George N. Numsen, than whom it would be 
difficult to find a better one anywhere, called attention to the 
growth of the industry in Maryland, recalling the earlier times 
when each canner looked upon the other as “a creature with 
horns and to be strictly avoided;”’ threw back the prophecy of 
that deep thinker, but pessimistic canner, who said there 
could be no future to the canning business, since the very 
goods bear within themselves the thing that must ultimately 
kill the industry—the buyer could not see what was inside 
the can; contrasted those dark days with the present bright 
ones, and the still brighter future in store for the business. He 
intimated that it was not too much to hope that since numer- 
ous canners were now serving upon State and National Legis- 
latures, and it had become a custom for Governors to become 
Presidents, that one day a canner would occupy the seat of 
President of these United States. 

He first called upon the newly elected president of the 
Exchange, Mr. F. A. Torsch, who was warmly received and 
made a brief, but neat and effective speech. 

President Torsch welcomed all the guests of the Exchange, 
the members and the allied interests. He strongly advocated 
the adoption and passage of sanitary requirements governing 
the canneries, similar to those now contained in Delaware’s 
new cannery law. He touched briefly upon the unfairness of 
brokers quoting bargain lots of canned foods as representing 
the market prices of all goods, and asked for its cessation. He 
mentioned the foolishness of canners running their wage mar- 
ket up against themselves through their eagerness to secure 
help, and frequently interfering with their own best interests 
in securing acreage through an eagerness to outwit a fellow- 
canner. ‘All these things require the rule of education appliea 
to them, and this can be best done by a closer relationship in 
the industry. Great progress is being made, but much re- 
mains to be done, and Baltimore, through its Canned Foods 

ixchange, should be the examplar in these movements.”’ 

When President Fernald was next introduced a toast was 
drunk to him, and he was obliged to wait until they had sung 
the ‘‘Good Evening, Governor Fernald,’’ song several times be- 
fore he could proceed. He made a very happy address, ex- 
pressing his pleasure at meeting with the Exchange members 
and its friends, and after announcing the decision in favor of 
Baltimore, assured all that it would be a pleasure to come here. 
He‘told several good stories that were heartily appreciated, and 
received a rousing reception when he finished. 


Dr. Bigelow, of the Food and Drug Inspection Board, 


-Bureau of Chemistry, the next speaker, explained in detail how 


the department was working on the problems which affected 
the canning industry; he displayed his faith in the goods and 
their future, when he said in relation to some of the efforts to 
secure a dating law for canned foods: ‘“‘These men are doubt- 
less well intentioned, but if they understood the goods as we 
do, they would know that they remain unchanged by time, 
many of them, in fact, improving the longer they stand in the 
cans,—apricots, for instance, which seem to better absorb the 
sugar from the syrup, and therefore actually improve.’”’ He 
stated that Dr. Bitting was making a special study of these 
questions under the direction of the Government, and that the 
report on his work done last year would be ready for publica- 
tion shortly after July Ist. He called attention to the fact that 
the truth has never hurt any one, and that if the canners will 
but label their goods so that the consumers will absolutely 
know the truth, consumption will increase. He cited the in- 
stance of a well-known and broad-minded chemist who thought 
that a can of string beans he had bought must be colored with 
copperas, whereas, in fact, they were simply a very poor qual- 
ity, marked “first quality.’’ Dr. Bigelow pointed out that the 
canners must do this work, and that it rested with them to see 
that it was done, stating that there is a demand for all the first- 
quality goods that can be packed, and a demand for all the 
second-quality goods possible to pack. But the consumers 
must be told plainly the difference, and the packer who fails 
to do this must be ostracised, driven out of the business, and 
refused recognition by other canners. That they owe this 
self protection to themselves. 


Prof. Thomas B. Symons, when called upon, proved to be 
an orator of no mean ability, and he presented an array of 
facts so forcibly as to draw back into the room many who had 
started to leave. Professor Symons represents the Maryland 
Agricultural College, and besides pointing out the excellent 
work this institution is doing among the farmers, and there- 
fore greatly assisting the canning industry, he reminded his 
listeners that great benefits must result from a closer relation- 
ship between the growers and the canners. As it is, the grower 
regards the canner unfavorably, and in turn the canner 
regards the grower as unfair, dissatisfaction being the natu- 
ral result on both sides. If the two would but meet on com- 
mon ground and discuss the situation, which is of necessity of 
mutual advantage, all such misunderstandings would be re- 
moved. 

The Professor cited instances where improved crops could 
be expected as an outcome from such an interchange of 
friendliness, and he warned his audience that the day has 
come when improved yields must be secured, when the ground 
must be made to give larger crops, because the extention of 
acreage is not longer an easy matter. Herein lies the real 
secret of the ultimate success of the canning industry, in a 
thorough understanding with the growers and a willingness 
to help them improve their crop yields. Professor Symons 
showed the great value of his institution, through its ability 
to instruct the growers, and there were but few who heard him 
who failed to realize that he holds the answer to the future of 
the canned food industry. He invited canners to come to the 
summer courses at the college, and to take part, even to the 
extent of making a display of Maryland’s canned foods at the 
annual Horticultural Show in the Fifth Regiment Armory. He 
informed them that specialists at the college are at work upon 
the question of seed improvement with regard to tomatoes 
and are now working to produce a style of tomato which will 
be largely free of core, and have few if any crevices about the 
stem; that Dr. Patterson is contemplating the establishment 
of a canners’ laboratory for the study of the troubles in this 
business—in a word, that the college realizes fully the ad- 
vantages of the canning industry and aims to help it. 

“Before closing,” he said: “I feel that I must say a

know of; it is working with you and for you, but I fear you 
do not all appreciate it. This is due the editor of this paper, 
and I take pleasing in making this acknowledgment.” 

At the close of Professor Symons address Toastmaster 
Numsen read a telegram, just received. It came from Rich- 
mond and was as follows: ‘Richmond congratulates Balti- 
more upon securing the Convention, and extends to the Na- 
tional Canners’ Association a cordial invitation to meet in 
Richmond in 1915.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Baltimore the Convention City for 1914. 


When the committee in charge of the selection of the 
next Convention City decided upon Baltimore, they decided 
to come to a city that is possibly more eagerly anxious to 
entertain the assembly than any city in which the Conven- 
tion has ever been held. Baltimore is awake to her great 
honor, and is today planning for the comfort and pleasure 
of that meeting. Every canner in the city, as well as in the 
State of Maryland, and every supply man or other con- 
nected with the business has become enthused with a desire 
to show the entire world and the industry in particular, that 


Baltimore and Maryland are well abreast of the times, 
and have kept pace with modern progress, since the last 
Convention here, more than seventeen years ago. You are 
wanted, and you will be welcomed, for you are coming to 
« canned food city, where your real worth is known and 
appreciated. 


How great has been the progress since the last Balti- 
more Convention is possibly best exemplified in a compari- 
son of the space then and now needed for the machinery 
display. 

When last the Convention met here the Machinery dis- 
play was held in an upper story of one of our large machine 
shops, with possibly a couple of thousand square feet, and 
while it did not prove over-large nor the exhibits appear lost 
on the floor, neither was it particularly condemned as being 
too small. It was rather difficult of approach, as three long 
flights of stairs had to be climbed to reach it. 

Now one of the greatest halls in the country is at the 
disposal of the Machinery and Supplies Association for 
the mechanical display, and every foot of it promises to be 
occupied. The Fifth Regiment Armory contains between 
65,000 and 70,000 square feet of clear floor space, particu- 
larly well adapted to the uses of a machinery display; well 
lighted, well heated and affording every comfort and con- 
venience that could be desired. The industry may rest as- 
sured that no mistake was made in this selection, and that 
all will be well pleased with their treatment, and it is ex- 
pected every canner and other so allied will come to the 
Convention, as the faithful Mahommedan goes to Mecca 
once a year. 


But a feature that would please all is the spirit per- 
vading the Baltimore canners and the others of the indus 
try here. For some unaccountable reason there was an im- 
pression abroad that the canners of this city—and some of 
the supply men—were anything but anxious: for the Con- 
vention. \Vithout attempting to explain this, as to its origin 
or any other feature, we can only say that every man, even 
when only remotely connected with the industry, is enthu- 
siastic over the fact that the Convention is coming here. The 
spirit is general, and there is rejoicing in every section that 
the battle has been won. 


As the youth is always far more wise and experienced 
than his parents, so there are States and sections which have 
looked upon Maryland, the Mother-State of the canning 
industry, as an old foggy, out-of-date and far behind mod- 
ern progress. But zs these “thinkers” gain in experience 
and become wiser from adversity, they begin to realize that 
under the homely smile and apparent slowness of that 
“Mother” there is an amount of wisdom that brings her out 
on the right side usually, and that somehow she always 
“gets there,” to use the slang. 


To be more definite, not a few canners of other sec- 
tions of the country who have grown accustomed to damn 
Baltimore and Maryland, would probably be very much 
surprised to see what an immense amount of real, live work

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is being done by the better canners of this State to promote 
the industry and to bring the great number of small con- 
cerns up to a high level. Steps are being taken to insure 
fine sanitary conditions in all that great mass of Maryland 
canneries; but unwilling to await the reconvening of the 
State Legislature, which will not be until January, 1914; 
they have taken the matter to the Board of Health, and re- 
quested them to issue regulations covering this feature of 
sanitation. This the Board of Health has done, and the 
regulations, largely based upon the Delaware Law, will soon 
be sent to every canner in this State, with the injunction 
that they must be observed in this year’s work. This is the 
work of the canners, not of the pure food authorities, though 
they are working most harmoniously with the industry. It 
is a different task to accomplish this in Maryland, with its 
upwards of 400 canners, many of them small and apparently 
insignificant but wise with the wisdom of years of experi- 
ence, than it would be in States where there are but a hun- 
dred or so and all of the factories of better construction and 
larger size. Yet the leaven of modern requirements and 
sanitary conditions is working through the whole mass, down 
to the smallest back-woods canner, and the result will be 
seen this coming season, and in the goods produced this year. 


As an example of progressive thought, take the annual 
address of ex-President Albert T. Myers, of the Canned 
Goods Exchange, published in this issue. Read over its sug- 
gestion carefully and note that they all point to and suggest

actions which are far in advance of the usual, thus stamping 


-the Exchange and its members as leaders in the higher 


thought and attainment, as they have long been leaders in 
Association work. There is nothing recalcitrant nor any 
hint of imitation about them; they are fresh, original and 
more advanced than most suggestions put before the indus- 
try. The Exchange and its members are not suffering from 
the inertia of old age, nor are they hampered by ancient cus- 
toms ; they show a vigorous strength and growth that might: 
well serve as an example to some of the younger Associa- 
tions.

Asparagus Canning Commenced.—The past week a light 
rain fell in the asparagus-growing district of the State, great- 
ly benefitting the growing crop and stimulating the growth 
to such an extent that a number of canning plants have been 
enabled to commence operations. Asparagus packing is from 
ten days to two weeks later than usual this year, and the un- 
certain conditions that have been prevailing have resulted in 
packers withholding opening prices until a late date. Now 
that packing has been commenced, several of the leading firms 
in the business have issued opening prices, and the selling sea- 
son is on in earnest. As a rule, these prices are about the 
same as those of last season, advances having been made on a 
few items and reductions on others. The policy of last year is 
being continued, that of putting out asparagus on a very low 


basis of profit in order to stimulate the demand for this article 
as much as possible. 


New Asparagus Prices.—The Californit Fruit Canners’ As- 
sociation has named opening rates on asparagus as follows:

In referring to asparagus the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association advises as follows: ‘‘Remember, that we have 
been sold out of the heavy selling lines for many months, and 
the pack of last season was the largest on record. A good 
At least two of the canneries that run on asparagus last year 
will not be operated. Some of the carry-over stock has recent- 
ly been offered at a low price through the various channels 
throughout the country, giving the impression of a demoralized 
market, but goods of the best quality are in short supply. Can- 
ners were in operation in the middle of March last year, and 
are only now beginning the first of April. It is, therefore, 
likely that the pack will be smaller than last year. The do- 
mestic and foreign demand is steadily increasing, and the 
trade should anticipate its requirements without delay. We 
are willing to guarantee our prices against decline. The new 
asparagus contract provides for an allowance of one-half of one 
per cent. to cover swells. We are quite sure that the swell 
claims on asparagus are much lower than this rate, but are 
granting this in our desire to make the rule general, sincerely 
believing it would be better for jobbers, retailer and packer.”’ 
business in arparagus has been done at the opening prices. 


Last year asparagus prices were named before the middle 
of March. As compared with last year’s opening prices, No. 
2% Mammoth White Peeled is 10c. cheaper, and the following 
are 5c. cheaper, all green asparagus: No. 2% Large, Large 
Peeled, Medium and Small. Large and Small Tips in the No. 
1 Square size are 5c. higher, and Medium is 10c. higher in the 
Green Grade. Small white tips are 5c. higher, and No. 1 Tall 
ungraded are 5c. cheaper. These are merely price adjust- 


ments that have been found advisable through manufacturing

experience, and, on the whole, prices may be regarded as being 
the same as those of 1912. A greater amount of attention 


will be paid this year than ever before to packing asparagus in 
the No. 1 and No. 2 Tall cans. 


Hawaiian Pineapple Prices.—Opening prices on Hawaiian 
Pineapple have been put out by a number of packers, and these 
are practically the same as those named last year. The Cali- 
fornia Fruit Canners’ Association has named a price of $1.40 
for No. 2 Tall, Standard quality sliced, as compared with $1.35 
last year, but the balance of the list is unchanged. Last year’s 
pack was oversold; and every Hawaiian packer was forced to 
make short deliveries. The winter pack, now being marketed, 


has relieved the situation materially, but stock will be ex- 
hausted long before the summer pack is ready for delivery. 


A feature in the demand for pineapple is the great call for 
sliced, and packers are urging their brokers to get as much bus- 
iness as possible on crushed and grated. Some have turned 
down business where the assortment has not been satisfactory. 
A heavy advertising campaign wiil be conducted this spring and 
summer, and absolutely no difficulty is expected in the market- 


ing of the pack, which will probably exceed that of last year 
by fully 200,000 cases. 


New Fruit Prices.—Prices on the 1913 pack of berries 
have also been put out by the California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 
ciation, and these show a reduction all along the line, as com- 
pared with last year. Opening prices are as follows:

The outlook is for a very good crop of berries this sea- 
son, as the acreage has been increased on almost all varieties. 
The pack of raspberries should be larger than ever before, and 
the same is true in regard to Loganberries. The pack of the 
latter is never equal to the demand, especially in gallons, and 
early orders are expected to be heavy. Prices on strawberries 
have been made lower than was the case last year, but it is 
to be noted that growers are demanding higher rates, and it is 
a question just how long present prices will prevail. Higher 
prices on canners’ fruits seem certain, although the damage 
from frost was only nominal. 

Coast Notes.—The Sunlit Fruit Company of Berkeley has 
purchased the Atwater Cannery at Atwater, Cal., and is pre- 
paring to install a complete line of new machinery. 

The Riverside Cannery Association has been formed, and 
S. C. Evans, H. W. Hammond, L. V. Brown, H. F. Grout, E. L. 
Kotthen, E. E. Stewart and H. L. Graham have been selected 
as directors. The Association is capitalized at $100,000, of 
which $25,000 has been subscribed. A cannery will be erected 
at once.

BALTIMORE. 


April 12th, 1913. 

There were no developments this week of more than ordi- 
nary interest in ‘‘future’’ Tomatoes. The demand did not in- 
crease over the buying of the week previous, and the canners 
were content, apparently, to await orders rather than attempt 
to force sales. The buying orders came from the same wide- 
ly separated markets that have been buying here since the 
selling of futures commenced in January last, and a number 
of repeat orders have already been booked. No heavy buying 
has been done as yet, thought the big distributers are snow- 
ing more interest in Tomatoes than heretofore. It is a good 
market in which to apply the averaging system of making 
purchases. The canners and the growers are coming to an 
understanding about the price per ton for the coming season’s 
crop. The question of sufficient canning-house labor next 
season is one that cannot be settled offhand. 

Some increase was noticed this week in the buying of Spot 
Tomatoes, and the holders are anticipating an active market 
from now on. The goods are being well scattered, and hurry- 
up instructions come with each order. Blocks of the goods 
which were held intact since last fall have been recently split 
up and sold to many markets which reported in January that 
they probably had enough stock on hand to last them until 
the next canning season opens up. It don’t take the jobber 
long to distribute a large lot of Tomatoes, even when the 
market is only half-way active. It looks reasonably safe to 
buy spot Tomatoes at today’s prices. 


While there was no snap or ginger to the buying of the 
other lines of spot vegetables, there was better buying of 
them, and the orders covered an increased number of articles, 
all in small lots, as a rule, with a straight car lot order now 
and then. The extremely low price on Sweet Potatoes has at- 
tracted attention to that article, and the largest buying dur- 
ing the week was in them. String Beans, Spinach, Kraut 
and Corn were a little bit more active than the other articles, 
but there is room for improvement in all of them, so far as 
the size of the orders is concerned. 

For fruits there was a fair demand this week. Slicea 
Pineapples are about cleaned up, nothing being left here of 
the grades between common Seconds sliced, in water, and the 
highest grade of Fancy Sliced in heavy syrup. Grated Pine- 
apples are also in demand. The stocks of Peaches left un- 
sold are very small, and the same is true about berries of all 
kinds with one or two exceptions This market will be pretty 
bare of fruits by the time the next canning season arrives. 

Cove Oysters are stronger and higher, with indications of 
a further advance in them on account of light supplies every- 


where.

a basis of $8 per ton. At $10 per ton the cost of packing for 
good, standard Tomatoes will $.83 per dozen; at $9, $.8037 
per dozen; at $8, $.775 per dozen. So even at the lowest price 
paid for raw stock, the packer who sells his goods at 80c. can- 
not make a living wage.
